REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1. El The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

applicant's arguments are not persuasive. For example, in the remarks/arguments, the applicant argues that "Bartoletti only 
discusses information collection of the operating system and its architecture, whereas the claimed invention collects 
information on determined installed components, which may include both installed hardware and software components. In the 
detailed description of the Applicant's application, installed hardware and software components are used to mean any one of 
installed software packages, aplied patches, firmware revisions, and any other software and/or hardware resources 
configuration on the host, and not just the operating system and its architecture." Examiner's Response: Bartoletti teaches 
collecting information on operating system, version, and architecture, which includes information on installed software and 
hardware components. That is. Bartoletti teaches the claimed limitation "determining at least one of installed hardware and 
software components on the computer". Furthermore, in response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show 
certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e.. installed software 
packages, applied patches, firmware revisions, and any other software and/or hardware resources configuration on the host) 
are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the 
specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns. 988 F.2d 1181. 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
